Conditions in This Country to Bol- 

shevism and Look to Americanism 

for the Solution. 

By EOWARD B. CLARK. 

Washington.—A shudow came over 
the League of Nutions and the peace 
pact situation in the United sinies 
senate on the day that President Wil- 
son wrote bis answer and appeal to 
the rallroad shopmen. Interest in the 
League of Nations had been at the high 
water mark for weeks. Suddenly the 
shadow pussed over it and, tempornrily 
at least, eclipsed it, for every official in 
Washington realized a serious domes: 
tle situation had arisen which demand 
ed inimediate attention and, if possi- 
ble, a remedy. 

The views concerning the matter of 
Increased wages for the multitude of 


Americans who today are serving the 


government, indirectly at least, be 
cuuse Uncle Sam has taken hold of 
certuin hitherto privately-run corpora: 
tions, are various, but no one is to be 
found who does not admit that the 
wage must be equal to the demands 
of living comfortably and well, as an 
American citizen should lve. It is 
recognized, however, in Washington 
that it does not make any difference 
to a map, so far as his power to save 
is coné€rned, if he {s getting $10 per 
day and js spending $9, or 1s getting 
$5 per day and is spending $4. pro- 
vided, of course, that the two ex- 
penditures bring exactly the same re 
turn. 

Advancing wages and advancing high 
costs of living have been called a 
vicious circle. The desire of the legis- 
lators 1s, of course, to clip the wings 
of soaring prices and yet keep wages 
where year by year the wage-earner 
can save a little more money. It is 
said by some legislators !n Washing- 
ton today that the sellers of necessi- 
tles watch the Increases in wages and 
push up their prices accordingly 

Rely on Americanism 

Washington hax been in a tense 
mood for some time over the general 
situation {n the country. It is not too 
much to say that men have been fear- 
ful, and yet the always abiding belief 
in that stable Amertcanism, as the 
word applies itself to all things good 
in this country, will continue to keep 
the people acting stably and thinking 
stably until the righteous end of ad- 
jJustment ts reached. There are vary- 
ing views as to whether or not what 
may be called the “bolshevik unrest” 
in parts of Europe ts realty having 
any real effect in the United States. 
Some congressmen say that everything 
that happens !n this country, that is in 
the least bit unusual, instantly ts at- 
tributed to bolshevik tendencies. In 
France, where for some months I was 
a soldier, the French people met every 
happening with the proverbial Gallic 
shrug of the shoulders and the state- 
ment “C'est la guerre.” 

So, according to the viewpoint of 
some of the officials in Washington, 
the “Cest la guerre” of France can be 
transplanted to the United States and 
translated Into “It is bolshevism.” It 
must be remembered that !f a French- 
man stubbed his toe on a loose brick 
in the sidewalk he muttered “C'est la 
guerre.” So today, while it may be 
there is peril, the American who stubs 
his toe saves “It ts bolshevism.”

Numerous experiments in various meth- 
ods of reducing ores by an electrical pro- 
cess are under way at the plant of the 
Butters Zine Company located on the 
site of the old Peyton Chemical Company 
near Martinez. 

Recently the concern started the sue- 
cessful manufacture of electrical zinc, a 
system of reducing ores through an elect- 
rical process developed largely at the 
local plant. 

It is understeed that the company plans 
further development in their plant and 
may eventually develop into an institution 
employing a good many men.—Martinez
